The heaviest object previously 
lifted into space was Spaceship 
IT. launched Dec. 1 and weighing 
five tons.

We are in a conflict which som e call the 
cold w ar. and Am erican troops are stationed 
throughout the w orld. W e have m ore than 
one million m en in far-off places w h ere dif­ 
ferent languages, custom s and w ays of life 
remove them from the w ay of life they knew 
back home. 
At this tim e the USO continues to be a 
vital answ er in the m aintenance o f m ilitary 
m orale, recognized b y all sendees and by all 
ranks, top to bottom , at home and abroad 
There are now m ore than 200 USO clubs in 
the U nited States, and 26 overseas. 
L ast year, some 40,000 civilian volunteers, 
m en and w om en, young and old and the 
support of volunteer funds largely through 
the U nited F unds and Com m unity Chests of 


Johnson and Mansfield 


WASHINGTON, D. C. - No 
climate is more hostile — or 
more testing to true friendship 
— 
than 
the 
environment 
of 
American politics. What are the 
adverse 
influences? 
Well, 
to 
name a few, there are ambition, 
association, small differences in 
philosophy, 
big 
differences 
in 
temperament and — this above 
all — the constant mischeif - 
making el outsiders. 
Two good friends on Capitol 
Hill are having their friendship 
severely tested. They are Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, the Sen­ 
ate Majority Leader, and Lyn­ 
don Johnson, the Vice President 
who. several years ago. picked 
Mansfield to be Assistant Lead­ 
e r and the logical successor to 
the post of command. 


THEIR LONG friendship has 
been an attraction of opposites. 
Mansfield has the "lean” look 
of the thinker, which Julius Cae­ 
sar, a dictator, instinctively fear­ 
ed and distrusted. Born In New 
York, but self - educated by an 
early wanderlust and fed by the 
Caesar • dreaded "hunger” for 
learning. Mansfield is "catholic” 
in more than religion. He comes 
close to being a universalist — 
what Kipling called a “cosmo­ 
polite” — but with simple, hom­ 
ey instincts toward persons and 
ideas. 
Mansfield, a full professor of 
history and a world traveler, is 
as devoid of personal ambition 
as a politician can be. Intellec­ 
tual curiosity 
and 
avidity, 
I 
think, caused him to run for the 
House and from there, after a 
decade, for the Senate, where 
he is now a two-termer. Mans­ 
field was not in the least elated 


as Senate leadership cam * , to 
him. The titles which made oth­ 
er men glitter have left Mike 
as self - effacing as ever. 


LYNDON JOHNSON’S famous 
personality and 
parliam entary 
gemus have been the making of 
him — but today their radiation 
has become a m ajor problem. 
People, and especially 
writing 
people, can’t quite get used to 
the fact that Johnson has trans­ 
ferred his talents from the Ma­ 
jority Leadership 
to the Vice 
Presidency. The other day there 
whs a snicker in the Press Gal­ 
lery as Senator Hubert Humph­ 
rey, the Majority Whip, went to 
the Chair and conferred in whis­ 
pers with the Vice President. 
"Lyndon's still 
running 
the 
Senate! ” the reporters chortled. 
"There's Hubert getting his or­ 
ders.” 


WELL, EVEN IF it looks that 
way at times, the appesrances 
are deceitful. 
The very thing 
that Johnaon moat wants to avoid 
is running the Senate For one 
thing, the Senate 
ia going 
to 
turn thumbs down on some of 
Pesident Kennedy's proposals — 
and Johnson, as a big wheel in 
the 
Kennedy 
Administration, 
wants the world to know that 
he'a on the President's side and, 
if necessary, at odds with the 
Senate. 
For another thing the Senate 
is going to pass a lot of legis­ 
lation. some of which will be 
pro • Kennedy but m u c h of 
which will be the familiar mix­ 
ture of compromiae. Having been 
a floor leader for 
ten years. 
Johnson looks upon the Chair 
somewhat as a 
cowboy looks 


upon his round • up pony. The 
pony should know as much about 
"cutting cattle" in and out of 
the herd as the rider does. The 
teamwork between the Leader 
and the Chair, as between the 
cowboy and the pony, is a got - 
to • be at round - up time. 


FOR THIS REASON Johnson, 
although 
aimultaneously 
busy 
with Administration assignments 
on National Security. Space and 
Government 
(integration) 
Con­ 
tracts, must also study the ever- 
changing tides and sandbars of 
the Senate. He must work close­ 
ly and confidentially with Mike 
Mansfield. 
Among the 
many 
unfolding 
stories of the new Congressional 
session is the 
testing 
of 
the 
friendship of these two wonder­ 
ful guys. Both of them, I can 
say without fear of contradiction, 
have this common belief: "There 
can be only one M ajority Lead­ 
er." But in the press coop, and 
on the Republican side of the 
aisle, the response to this would 
be, “Oh. yeah?" 


THERE ARE MANY on Capi­ 
tol Hill who do not believe — 
don't want to believe! — that 
Johnson can keep his hands off 
the familiar 
reins 
of 
power. 
There are others who say that 
the quiet and modest Mansfield 
may have to 
raise 
his voice 
some day soon to let everybody 
know who's boss in the Senate. 
My 
own 
guess, 
admittedly 
wishful, is that the Vice Presi­ 
dent and the Majority Leader 
will walk away from the test­ 
ing experience as better friends 
than ever.

NEW YORK - It's true Many 
men lead lives of quiet desper­ 
ation. But don t class Benjamin 
A. Javits among them. The New 
York Attorney • author, who or­ 
ganized and is president of a 
group named the United Share­ 
holders of America, is a rarity 
in today’s world, he’s complete­ 
ly confident about the road we 
should travel. 


"I'm an amalgam of all t h e 
great teachers of the past." the 
67 - year - old brother of New 
York's Senator Jack Javits told 
us. He stated it as a fact, not 
a boast. His complaint is that 
not enough 
persons 
listen 
to 
what ha teaches. This, in brief, 
is the unheralded crusade of the 
once - poor East Side boy who 
put himself 
through 
Fordham 
Law School and made millions: 


HE WANTS TO organize the 
y ,000.000 
American 
Sharehold­ 
ers into a group as tightly knit 
and influential as are the na­ 
tion's private 
organizations 
of 
veterans, trade unionists, manu­ 
facturers, lawyers, doctors, far­ 
mers and so forth. 


As things now stand. Mr. Ja- 
v iu says, shareholders supinely 


let political and other factions 
regulate and dominate the com­ 
panies in which they have in­ 
vested. They don't have the un­ 
ity that would enable them to 
fight restrictive legislation, ex­ 
cessive demands by labor and 
incompetence on 
the 
part 
of 
company executives. 


“THERE MUST BE an eco­ 
nomic electorate ir. this country 
as well as a political electorate," 
ha told ua. "Wa've got to cure 
our industrial 
leaders 
of 
the 
guilt complex they seem to pos­ 
sess because of the fact that 
they m ake money. We've got to 
teach the people, too 
to bring 
about a standard of living in 
which they. too. share to the 
hilt. We've got to stop parrot­ 
ing the Russian propaganda that 
there it something evil about 
making a profit. 
"The rate of a country's grow­ 
th is regulated by the size of 
the profit* of its industry Our 
profit* have dropped from about 
eight per cent to two per cent 
in recent year*. Look at the 
progress 
West 
Germany 
and 
Italy have made aince the and 
of World W ar II. In each case, 


industrial leaders took the work­ 
ers aside and said, 
in effect, 
"suffer with us for a bit until 
we make a lot of money. The 
more money we make, the big­ 
ger we'll get. There will be more 
jobs, then more money for ev. 
erybody 
The government and 
unions played ball, and you tee 
the result. Russia achieved the 
same goals with the help of a 
gun et each worker's heed.” 


MR. JAVITS SEES the Stock­ 
holders' group as an equal to 
any other organization 
in 
the 
country. Its spokesmen, he feels, 
should be present at all labor- 
management discussions and be 
heard by Congress before the 
passage of any bill affecting pro­ 
duction. profit^ tariffs and trade. 
They should hover o v e r man­ 
agement. too. he believes, in­ 
stead of being bullied or,scorn­ 
ed. Or submissive. He points out 
that A. T. & T., for example, 
has nearly four times as many 
stockholders as employes. 
"If the'stockholders ever work­ 
ed as a cohesive force they could 
change the course of our his­ 
tory." Mr. Javits asserts with 
confidence.

When E m u Glaser told your re­ 
porter that he had a man who was 
going to paint a Parisian mural

“ IT’S BEEN A while tince I 
was in 
Paris," 
confided 
Sims, 
over his shoulder, “but I did spend 
quite e bit of time there. 
"Of course, you couldn't see all 
of this” — he gestured toward the 
wall where his masterpiece was 
taking shape — "from any one 
Parisian vantage point if you tried" 
H e’s got the Paris Opera House, 
the Place de la Concorde, the Ei- 
fe! Tower, the Grand Hotel, the 
Arch de Triopiphe end the Seine 
River 
running 
across 
a 
panel 
roughly 15 feet wide by four feet 
deep. And that, as even General 
de Gaulle would sty, is a lot of 
Paris in a short amount of space. 


MISSOURI . BORN, Sims has 
wr.rked in a number of occupations, 
m ost of them artistic. After two 
years in the University of Mis­ 
souri's journalism school, he quit 
that and took up his .first love— 
art — again After an apprentice­ 
ship in ¡he Kansas City Scenic 
Studios, Bob was ready to move 
alone. And he did. 
In the following years, Sims es­ 
sayed careers is an actor (with 
Ralph Bellamy's first stock com­ 
pany, at Evanston, III.) and as 
a set designer. He went Hollywood 
long enough to spend most of a 
decade doing sets for the old Gold- 
wyn Studio, laiei for MGM. When 
the 1946 strike shut Hollywood’s 
film industry down, Sims decided 
that was enough. He went free 
lancing.

The Desert Art Center has come 
a loftg way in the three years 
phis that your reviewer has been 
examining their efforts. 
In the first place — and you 
can see this for yourself in the 
Desert Art Center show now hang­ 
ing in the East Gallery of the 
Ferrall’s Pltyhouse at Deep Well 
— the DAC artists no longer dote 
on desert scenes. In fact, a very 
small minority of 
the 
paintings 
that dress the gallery this week 
utilise desert. 


THERE IS, FOR instance, a 
series of perfectly striking efforts 
by Lois Sakin, including the hori­ 
zontal abstract (with 
no name) 
that cam e from the collection of 
Mr. and Mr*. Chris Cracraft. It 
has feel, depth and great courage 
in use of color and I have to com­ 
mend the artist for it and the 
Cracrafts for their good judgment 
in acquiring it. (Lois also has an­ 
other, titled “Monterey." that is 
very nearly as awesome in its 
coloring.)

There are two unusual mosaics 
—done. I believe, with birdseed 
and other seed — by John Lenox. 
Although m osaics aren't my dish 
of tea (except for Glen Cargyle’s

Mary Creamer's Indians walking 
was perhaps the best of the neo- 
realistic efforts and also dem on­ 
strated a working awareness with 
color, with movement, with sha­ 
dow and with life. 
All in all, it’s a rewarding show. 
And a surprising one.

But 
the basic issue is m uch broader 
than the specific statutes of these 
states. It is whether any govern­ 
mental body in the U nited States 
has a constitutional rig h t to ac­ 
cord a special legal statu s to a 
day which is considered holy by 
m any but by no m eans all Amer­ 
icans. 
Jewish groups and som e small 
Christian bodies like the Seventh 
Dav Adventists, who observe Sat­ 
urday as the Sabbath day. have 
long contended that 
Sunday ob­ 


servance law s violate th e F i r s t 
A m endm ent's guarantee of g o v ­ 
ernm ental 
neutrality in 
m atters 
of religion. 


IN TH E PAST, WITH a single 
exception, low er courts hav e up­ 
held the constitutionality of Sun­ 
day closing laws. They h av e ruled 
that states have a right to en­
